THE ROYAL COMMISSION ON ACCIDENTS IN MINES 


It is now four years since the Royal Commission was appointed for 
the purpose of enquiring as to the influence of fluctuations of atmo- 
spheric pressure upon the issue of fire-damp from coal, to the most 
trustworthy indications of the presence of fire-damp, to the ventila- 
tion and illumination of mines, and also to the employment of ex- 
plosive agents in the getting of minerals, as well as to the best means 
of preventing the occurrence of accidents in mines or limiting their 
disastrous consequences, A vast amount of evidence has been taken 
in Enyland, Scotland, and Wales, but the result of all this, so far, 
has been nil; for, since the appointment of the Commission some 
preliminary reports have been given in, and 4407 persons have been 
killed in our mines up to the end of 1882, It is now frequently asked 
in mining circles what benefit has been derived from the investigations 
of one of the most costly Commissions that has been appointed 
during the last decade? And the answer, so far, is that none can be 
seen in the preliminary reports, whatever there may be in the final 
one. The information obtained by the Commission no doubt will 
require a great deal of weeding and arranging before it is embodied 
in the report to be presented to the Home Secretary, but there is 
every reason to believe that the views of the Commission will have 
been anticipated by improvements and inventions brought about 
since its appointment. During the last year or two, and even quite 
recently, science and experience have shown that many of our mine 
managers and others have had erroneous impressions with respect to 
the pressure of gas and the value of the barometer in indicating at- 
mospheric changes likely to be dangerous. There has also been a 
general change going on in the system of mine ventilation; a new 
and inexpensive explosive, in no way dangerous, even in the most fiery 
mine, has been introduced, and the safety-lamp fed with oil or spirit 
promises to be swept away altogether from the category of mining 
appliances. In the preliminary report these matters have been more 
or less touched upon, but the views expressed are behind the time— 
are, indeed, such as have lately been proved to be almost groundless. 

There has been a long-prevailing opinion in some quarters that a 
south wind was unfavourable to ventilation, and Messrs. DovE and 
KAEMTZ, Who have written on the subject, show that at all seasons 
of the year there is with a south wind the lowest barometer, the 
highest thermometer, and vapor tension in the air the highest, and 
although the differences may be small, it proves that the observa- 
tions of practical men agree with the most carefully recorded meteoro- 
logical observations, Messrs. Scorr and GALLOWAY, however, who 
read a paper before the Meteorological Society in 1874 “On the 
Connection between Colliery Explosions and Weather,” did not at- 
tach much importance to the matter of southerly winds. The Royal 
Commission, however, in their preliminary report, also express the 
belief that explosions occur with southerly winds, and this it appears 
in the first instance is a mere revival of the evidence given before 
the Royal Commission of 1849, when it was stated that since the year 
1800 no explosion had been known to occur with a northerly wind ; 
but, as we are told, it must not be forgotten that the relative fre- 
quency of the wind from different quarters shows a marked pre- 
ponderance of southerly winds, but this was not the case in 1881 in 
particular, for the wind on the occasion of most of the explosions in 
that year being north, and north of west, and east. This shows 
that there is not so much in the theory of southerly winds—which 
the Commissioners have again revived—as many people have hitherto 
believed was the case. 

With respect to ventilation, a good deal of evidence has been taken, 
but it may ,be said that the furnace, which has been the cause of 
many disasters, for several years has been gradually superseded by 
the action of the mineowners, who have introduced mechanical ap- 
pliances in the shape of fans, from which an almost unlimited 
amount of air can be sent into the workings of a mine. It is not 
probable that any improvement can be suggested on this system of 
ventilation, the nature of which is recognised by all the mining 
bodies in the kingdom. 

The Commission took a great deal of evidence with respect to so- 
called safety-lamps, and were present on several occasion when ex- 
periments were tried with them. But all the evidence taken, and 
the result of the experiments, is likely to turn out entirely useless, 
for there is no doubt now as to electricity becoming the il'uminating 
power in our mines before long. Mr. Lever has offered a reward 
of 500/. for the best safety-lamp, and already we are told that more 
than 100 new inventions connected with the electric light will com- 
pete for the prize. But without waiting for the decision as to which 
of these inventions is the best, a miners’ lamp has just been brought 











out and successfully tried. Some time since an electric lamp was 
tried at the Earnock Colliery, near Glasgow, where an explosion had 
previously taken place, but it was found that an explosive mixture 
would ignite were one of the lamps to burst. M. MAGNIN, of Paris, 
however, has devised an electric lamp which has overcome this 
peculiar danger. This result is brought about by immersing an in- 
candescent lamp in a cylindrical vessel, sealed hermetically at each 
end by plates, bolts, and nuts, and filled with water, having a small 
tap for the purpose of filling and emptying the vessel. Should the |

THE EXPLOSIVES ACT, 1875. 

The last published report of Her Majesty’s Inspectors of Explo- 
sives presented to Parliament, being the report for the year 1881, 
contains the following statement :—‘* We are pleased to believe that 
the administration of the Act, so far, at least, as this department is 
concerned, is now conducted with a minimum of friction and trade 
inconvenience.” Is this statement correct? Ifsuch was the case in

This,in fact, isbeing done at the Royal Paper Mills at Wandsworth, which are 
owned by Messrs, M‘Murray and Oo., and where we recently inspected the pro- 
cess. The firm recently made their own coal gas, but having about nine months 
since adopted Messrs. Rogers's process at their mills, at Loudwater, with every 
success they introduced it at Wandsworth. All that has been done is to alter 
two retorts and one purifier as previously used to meet the requirements of the 
new process. About 10,000 cubic feet of gas is ‘made per day for the supply of 
600 lights on the premise, and we were informed by Messrs. M‘Murray’s manager 
that the results were in every way satisfactory and a practical success. The 
process has been successfully adopted in various other works and in several man- 
sions, and the gas has been tested for driving gas-engines, for which purpose it 
answers quite as well as coal gas, and is said to be more economical. 





THE METEOROLOGICAL SOCIETY. 

The usual monthly meeting of members was held, on Wednesday, 
at the Institution of Civil Engineers, Mr. J. K. Lavauron, F.R.G.S., 
President, in the chair. 

The following gentlemen were elected Fellows of the society :— 
Mr. G. T. Hawley, Dr. C. W. Siemens, F.RS., Mr. C. Walford, F.G.S., 
and Co). H. G. Young. Dr. W. Képpen-was elected an Honorary 
Member. 

The paper read was “ Notes on a March to the Hills of Beloochistan, 
in North-West India, in the months of May to August, 1859, with re- 
marks on the Simoon and on Dust Storms,” by Dr, H. Cook, F.R.G.S., 
F.M.S. These months may be considered as the summer of the hill 
country of Beloochistan, though the natives expect the weather to 
change soon after the fall of rain, which takes place about the end 
of July and beginning of August. Compared with that of the plains, 
the climate is delightful. The actual heat is greater than in England, 
especially the intensity of the sun's rays; but the weather is less

posed to the vicissitudes of the English climate. ‘he atmosphere is 
| clear and pure, the air dry and bracing. Dr. Cook described different

usually during the hot months of June and July, it is sudden in its 
attack, and is sometimes preceded ty a cold current of air. It takes

Dr. Cook be- 
lieves it to be a very concentrated form of ozone, generated in the

| PRACTICAL FIELD GEOLOGY—THE GEOLOGISTS’ ASSO- 
CIATION, 
Two interesting field days have been arranged for the present 
| Kaster holidays—the locality chosen being Hythe, the north-east 
corner of Romney Marsh, Sandgate, and Folkestone, and the direc- 
|tion of the excursion has been undertaken by Messrs. Mackeson 
}and Topley. On Monday the party will take return tickets for 
Westenhanger, leaving Charing-cross at 8°55 a.M., and to make the 
| journey interesting it isJexplained that the railway traverses Tertiary 
| beds as far as Orpington, then chalk to near Danton Green, lower 
|greensand to the south side of Sevenoaks tunnel. From hence to 
| Ashford the railway runs over wealden beds, covered ; between Tun- 
| bridge and Paddock Wood, by the alluvium and old river gravel of 
}the Medway. At Ashford it again enters the lower greensand. De- 
tween Tunbridge and Ashford two ranges of hills are seen on the 
north; the nearer one is the lower greensand escarpment, the more 
{distant and loftier range is the chalk escarpment. From Westen- 
hanger proceed to Lymne (two miles south), along the “ stone street,” 
a Roman road, connecting Canterbury with Studfall Castle at Lymne; 
| here, or near it, was the ancient Portus Lemanis. Here an excellent 
view isobtained of Romney Marsh, and the important changes which 
the coast has undergone during historic times are well seen. From 
Lymue the party will proceed to Saltwood Castle (four miles east by 
road), past Shipway Cross, the ancient meeting place of the Courts 
(or “ Lathes”) of the Cinque Ports, through Pedling and Brookhill. 
At and near Saltwood sections of the Folkestone beds and Sandgate 
beds may be seen. On the road to Hythe there are extensive quar- 
ries in the Kentish rag of the Hythe beds. At Hythe some sections, 
specially prepared for the party by Mr. Mackeson, will show the 
{| Atherfield clay, and its junction with the Hythe beds above, and with 
the Freshwater wealden shales below. 

The second day’s work will commence with a walk along the shore 
from Hythe eastward. A continuous ascending section of the cre- 
taceous series will be seen from the Hythe beds to the chalk, all the 
beds being well exposed on the cliffs or foreshore between Hythe 
and Eastweir Bay (6 miles N.E.) The Sandgate beds are seen in the 
cliffs near Sandgate; the Folkestone beds in the cliff under and east 
of that town; the gault at Copt Point and Eastweir Bay, 
tunities will be afforded of collecting fossils from the gault, or for 
purchasing specimens. If there be time the walk may be prolonged 
to the chalk of Abbotscliff (about two miles further); whilst those 
who prefer astill longer walk, a greater range of beds, and an ex- 
tensive view, may climb the cliff and return by Folkestone Hill, 
crossing the upper chalk, with the overlying clay with flints and the 
sands of uncertain age. The drift deposits of Folkestone are of great 
interest, but cannot now be examined. ‘The most important is that 
which caps the cliff on which the battery is built.

REPORT FROM NORTH WALES, SALOP, AND CARDIGAN. 
March 22.—A visit we paid to the stone quarry of the Liverpoo] 
Corporation in connection with the new waterworks at Llanwddyn, 
Montgomeryshire, was full of interest. The quarry has been opened 
for the supply of the stone required to build the masonry dam across 
the valley of the Vyrnwy, which will be about 450 yards long, and 
will, it is estimated, take over half a million tons of stone. The 
quarry is situated up a tributary of the Vyrnwy, and is distant 
1} miles from the masonry work, with which it is connected by a 
double line of railway, 3 ft. gauge, worked by locomotives. These 
bear the name of the Falcon Locomotive Company, Loug/iborough, 
and they seem well adapted for their work. Half-way up the line, 
which rises 1 in 30 all the way to the quarry are the workshops, 
stone-crusher, and wagon repairing shops. Passing round two 
headlands of rock, with a wild foaming stream below us on our left- 
hand, we cowe in sight of the quarry. This is opened out in beds 
that lie near the junction of the Bala and Liandulo groups of strata. 
The beds slope down towards the north-west and towards their work 
at an angle of about 40, and are thus very favourably placed for 
working. The length of the quarry is 320 yards, and the width of 
rock at present uncovered is from 60 to 80 yards. So far the beds 
have been proved to a thickness of between 50 and 60 ft. The 
uppermost 13 ft. consists of compact fine gritstone, with a little lime 
in their composition.
